Proposals made public 


for huge v.s. modest 
shopping centres 


Two property development 
companies were represented 
at the Club Mocombo on 
Wednesday, November 6, 
1974, when presentations 
were made to residents of St. 
Albert in connection with the 
construction of a regional 
shopping centre. The two 
companies involved were 
Abbey Glen and National 
Land Consultants who both 
had a number of planners 
present to explain the bene- 
fits of their respective sites 
and concepts. 

The most ambitious plan 
and presentation was put 
forward by the Abbey Glen 
representatives, who, with 
the aid-of booklets, slides, 
plans, artists’ concepts and 
lay-outs, proposed a large 


shopping centre, approximat- 
ely the size of Londonderry, 
on the north bank of the 
Sturgeon River, bordered by 
Highway 2, Bellerose Drive 
and the river. The Abbey 
Glen people had been busy 
doing their homework and 
had a number of specialists on 
hand to give their viewpoints 
on their studies of items such 
as market analysis, traffic 
flow, architecture, landscap- 
ing etc. Among the experts 
were a number of St. Albert 
residents who claimed that 
their interest in the project is 
more than a commercial 
venture by virtue of their 
living here. 

A more modest presenta- 
tion was put forward by 
NATIONAL Land Consultants

who could claim no St. Albert 
residents among the planners 
but are in fact an Alberta 
Company. The National Land 
proposal had not reached the 
planning stage that Abbey 
Glen had reached and the 
impact of the National Land 
presentation was to sell first, 
the site on the S.W. corner of 
town on the Ball Estate, 
bordered by Highway 2; and 
second, the concept of a 
smaller shopping centre a- 
bout the size of Northgate. 
Both developers differed in 
their concepts of the size of 
the centre, figures concerning 
the projected growth of St. 
Albert and in their studies of 
traffic flow and the mode of 
transport which would most 
likely be used by potential 
customers. Both agreed that 
their sites should lend them- 
selves to community inyoive- 
ment and be bordered by 
greenery and parkland. 

The Abbey Glen presenta- 
tion was opened by Mr. Ed 
Willems who told of the 
necessity to curb the outflow 
of the shopping dollar by the 
creation of a major regional 
shopping centre in St. Albert. 
He explained that Abbey Glen 
had the management, exper- 
tise and resources to under- 
take a project of the size 
envisaged, and cited the 
Londonderry and Kingsway 
malls as examples of their 
work among others. He 
further went on to explain 
that the 60-acre site (which 
includes nearly five acres 
presently owned by the town) 
would be developed to create 
a 42-acre shopping area and 
car park, and an 18-acre park 
adjoining the shopping area

Fine morning for 
Remembrance Day Parade 


‘*When in God’s name is 
the world going to smarten 
up?’’ That was the question 
asked when the Reverend L. 
Musto, Branch Chaplain of 
the Royal Canadian Legion, 
Branch 271, addressed the 
Remembrance Day Parade at 
the St. Albert Cenotaph on 
Remembrance Day, Nov. 11. 

He told the large crowd and 
the units and organizations 
participating that the world 
seemed these days to be 
reversing the saying beat 
your swords into plowshares 
to turn your swords into 
bombs with faster planes to 
deliver them. He said the next 
30 years would be critical 
times for the human race to 
live with itself and survive. 

Earlier in the talk he 
pointed out that the weather 
for the Remembrance Day 
service had been the finest he 
could remember certainly 
better than last year’s coid 


MD of Sturgeon may have 
on waterline hook-up 


‘*We'll set up our own 
installation and water treat- 
ment plant if Edmonton does 
not go along with us.”’ 


Those were the words of 


Reeve of the Municipal 
District of Sturgeon Bill 
Flynn when representatives 
of the ratepayers in the MD 


fought for the rights of 16 of 


their residents to tie into a 
proposed water line at a 
Local Authorities Board 
hearing in St, Albert town 
council chambers Novy. 12. 
The 20,000 foot line (7,000 
feet of it passes through MD 
of Sturgeon property), will 
supply the town of St. Albert 
with a much needed water 


source. St. Albert town 
officials regard the construc- 
tion of the line as essential in 
staving off a severe water 
shortage in the town next 
summer during the time of 
peak demand. 

Mr. Flynn said the request 
to hook into the line seemed 
to be a reasonable one and if 
the request was not granted 
he stated ‘‘this would be 
discrimination of the worst 
kind as people are the same 
whether they are in St. 
Albert or the rural areas.” 

Whether there was dis- 
crimination or not, it was 
pointed out during the 
hearing that both the LAB 


and St. Albert had their 
hands tied by a resolution 
dating from March 1973 
when Edmonton City council 
agreed that requests for 
water and sewer services 
should be met only to the 
iimits of existing lines. 

The MD of Sturgeon now 
has two remaining lines of 
action. It can develop a water 
supply to MD residents by 
tying them into the North 
East water line part of which 
it controls. Or it can go to the 
Public Utilities Board under 
Section 104 of the Public 
Utilities Act and press for the 
rights of 16 of its residents to 
tie into the proposed water 


line in Sections 35S and One of 
the MD. 

Presently they are hauling 
water from Edmonton to 
meet their needs and neither 
the MD Council or the 
residents involved can see 
the logic of the city resolution 
since the city. is in fact 
supplying the water in any 
case. 

At previous meetings of 
the MD concerning the 
hook-up problem, it had been 
the opinion of MD residents 
and officials that the city 
would see the logic of taking 
water from the Edmonton-St. 
Albert line.

He urged the crowd to

The memorial service be- 
gan with the singing of 
O’Canada followed by the 
playing of the Last Post and a 
gun salute from a detachment 
of the Royal Canadian Artil- 
lery. 

The gun salute was follow- 
ed by a short “‘reveille,’’ then 
Rev. Musto began and led the 
hymn ‘‘Abide With Me,’’ 
followed by a prayer. 

A short lament was played 
by the Legion pipes. 

Mrs. Maude Potter started 
the wreath laying ceremony 
laying a wreath on behalf of 
the Silver Cross Mothers. St. 
Albert MLA Ernie Jamison 
then laid a wreath on behalf of 
the Province of Alberta. Other 
wreaths were placed at the 
Cenotaph by Mayor Dick 
Plain for the town of St.

City of Edmonton Mr. C. E. 
Frost said he did not view the 
setting of the LAB hearing as 
the proper forum for the MD 
to fight for the rights of its 
ratepayers regarding water 
line hook-ups. 

He said any agreement 
between the MD and Ed- 
monton would have to be 
done on a long term basis. 

Acting Chairman of the 
LAB hearing Mr. I. Morris 
said the Board realized that 
the proposed water line was 
an urgent matter with the 
town of St. Albert, and the 
ratepayers of the MD were 
also important. 

At the hearing, solicitor for 


the town of St. Albert Ernest 
Walter outlined St. Albert's 
need for the water line and 
pointed out that the town has 
already obtained a permit 
from the Department of En 
vironment to take the water 
line over MD property. The 
MD has also given th 

go-ahead for this action 
subject to certain conditions 
one being the right of its own 
ratepayers to tie into the line, 
a mile either side of it. 

Also representing the MD 
at the hearing were MD 
Secretary Alphonse Nobert 
and two ratepayers Aaron 
Falconberger and Mr. ¢ 
Dixon.

along the river bank. Abbey 
Glen market research showed 
that potential growth would 
be in a northerly direction and 
would reach a point where 
more than half the town's 
population would be north of 
the river. The new complex 
would therefore be in the 
centre of the town adjacent to 
and complimenting a restruc- 
tured downtown area. The 
site planning, according to 
Mr. Willems, was based on 
good accessibility to adequat- 
ely serve the public, the 
relationship to its users, the 
impact on the town and 
community at large and the 
adaptability for community 
service. He briefly described 
the features ofghe complex 
and park which were subse- 
quently covered in more 
detail by other speakers. The 
concept was planned to take 
place in two stages. The first 
Stage, to be completed in 
1976, would provide a centre 
about the size of Meadowlark 
to meet the current needs of 
the town, and the second and 
final stage which would be 
completed in 1981 would 
expand the centre to approxi- 
mately the size of London- 
derry to match the expectedc 
population growth. 

Mr. Maurice Sutherland, 
architect for Abbey Glen, 
talked on the commercial, 
entertainment, civic and re- 
creational aspects of the 
centre, the type of structure 
and the interior decor. Very 
briefly, the plan calls for a 
two-level mall with two main 
entrance courts, three de- 
partment stores, grocery st- 
ore, gourmet centre, theatre, 
bank, restaurants and other 
stores and recreational areas. 

Mr. Gene Shelley described 
the objectives and landscap- 
ing on behalf of Abbey Glen. 
He explained that the theme 
was to compliment existing 
parks and recreational usage 
in the town and river valley 
and enhance the shopping 
environment. The adjoining 
park would comprise cycle 
and fitness trails, walkways, 
hardcore area for tennis in 
summer and skating in 
winter, washrooms and com- 
fort station, ornamental pond, 
band shell, picnic area, 
creative and traditional play 
areas, outdoor sale area and a 
toboggan hill. The river edge 
would have a marina and 
boardwalk and a _ beach. 
Possibly pedestrian foot-brid- 
ges would connect with the 
south bank at one or more 


, points. 
Mr. Willems wound up a 


huge v.s. modest sho 


very impressive presentation 
by Abbey Glen by emphasiz- 
ing the benefits to the town 
from the large shopping 
centre: an 18-acre park 
currently valued at $1.8 
million; one half million 
dollars annually = from 
taxation; employment for 550 
full time and 850 part time 
employees. Several questions 
were received from the 
audience in connection with 
the stages of development 
and traffic flow. In reply to 
one question on the type of 
department stores expected 
to locate in the centre, Mr. 
Willems said he was confi- 
dent that he could attract two 
of the four senior department 
stores and one junior depart- 
ment store, 

Mr. Dick Scotnicki for 
National Land Consultants 
gave some of the background 
and history of the 21-acre site 
which National Land propose 
for the centre and described 
the centre which is scaled 
down in comparison with the 
Abbey Glen plan. He explain- 
ed the community interest 
which the developer has in 
mind and listed the Spruce 
Grove mall and developments 
in Grande Prairie and Fort 
Saskatchewan among achie- 
vements the young company 
has so far accomplished. 
Briefly, the two-level centre 
would take place in two 
separate phases. The first 
phase would include one 
department store, supermar- 
ket, farmers market, theatre, 
other stores and recreational 
facilities. The second stage 
would see the addition of 
another department store. 
Mr. Scotnicki felt that the 
location of the centre would 
intercept the traffic flow from 
the south. He conceded that 
the expansion of the town 
would very likely create the 
need for a second smaller 
centre which could be located 
in the northern side of the 
town but he felt that two 
smaller peripheral centres are 
preferable to one large central 
centre to break any monopoly. 
According to Mr. Scotnicki, 
large shopping malls are 
already out of date. 

Mr. Jim Hunter took over 
to elaborate on some of the 
National Land points and 
proposals. While he agreed 
generally with the projected 
population figures Abbey 
Glen had used, he felt that the 
majority of the population 
would remain south of the 
river because the natural 
movement of population is

southwards. Differing also 
with Abbey Glen market 
analysis findings, he consid- 
ered the trading area could 
support only a strong down- 
town, small regional shopping 
centres and neighborhood 
shopping centres. The small- 
er centre proposed by Nation- 
al Land would not detract 
from the downtown area and 
the location could be served 
by a mass transit terminal 
which he felt would be the 
major mode of transport of 
the future. Mr. Hunter 
suggested that the town 
expand the downtown area 
and develop all the river 
valley for parkland. Summar- 
izing the advantages from the 
National Land viewpoint, he 
said all the site is wholly 
owned by the developer, it 
does not intrude into residen- 
tial area like the Shapiro site 
and it has adjoining parkland 
which could be integrated 
with the centre. 

Mr. Peter Hemmingway 
followed to present the 
arc‘itect’s point of view for 


National Land. The plans 
have not been worked out in 
any detail at this stage and 
Mr. Hemmingway said this 
will be carried out when 
council have made their 
decision on the size and 
location of the centre. He 
stressed the importance of 
mass transit access in prefer- 
ence to the automobile and 
according to him, flexibility in 
shopping centre design 
means the centre should not 
be too large. Mr. Hemming- 
way talked on the profitability 
to the developer and to the 
community where centres are 
smaller. He explained that 
national retailers have the 
advantage over local merch- 
ants in large conventional 
centres. 

The National Land presen- 
tation attracted many ques- 
tions concerning the location 
particularly from Grandin 
residents who were clearly 
disturbed that yet another 
facility would be added to 
Grandin in addition to those 
already located there. Traffic

would increase due to shopp- 
ers entering Grandin particu- 
larly from the expanding 
devele, ments in the north- 
west part of town. One 
questioner lamented that 
another green and scenic area 
would be transformed to 
concrete and asphalt and 
another disputed the National 
Land contention that their site 
did not penetrate the green 
belt. The question of extra 
bridging was raised to bring 
residents from the north west 
to the National Land site. The 
replies to some of the 
questions did not appear to 
entirely satisfy the question- 
ers although at times, the 
matters under discussion 
were outside the jurisdiction 
of National Land. 

The meeting was well 
attended by residents of the 
town who expressed much 
interest and appreciation for 
the time and trouble the two 
development companies had 
taken in making their presen- 
tations. Mr. Bob Osborne,

It was a good idea recently when 16 ratepayers of the MD of 
Sturgeon said they would like to tic in toa waterline which 
when constructed will pass virtuatly right by their doorsteps 
The waterline will be a boon to St. Albert when it brings more 
Edmonton water to the town, helping to relieve a water 
shortage next summer, 


The 16 ratepayers who live on the route of the proposed 
pipe-line have to haul their water from Edmonton as they 
have no supply of their own, When they saw a waterline being 
planned right in front of their noses, they could be excused for 
thinking that Edmonton would grant them the right to tic into 


the facility. 


They presented a reasonable case at a Local Authoritics 
Board hearing in St. Albert this week and what did they 
achieve? Nothing but a further delay to achieving their 


dreams. 


Some of the ratepayers cven suggested they would put up th: 
money themselves to bring water in from the main line by 
feeder pipe. This would save them the inconvenience onc 
and for all of hauling water from Edmonton particularly in th« 
winter months. 


They were told at the hearing they'd come to the wrong forum 
and were stymied by an Edmonton City Council resolution of 


last March disallowing hook-ups into anything beyond 
existing waterlines. 

So now the MD ratepayers will have to go to the Publi 

Utilities Board if they wish to swing the verdict in thei: 
favour, or develop a feeder line from the North East water lin 
which is under the jurisdiction of the MD. 

These people who live in the MD are not against the right of 
St. Albert to look after its own water needs; all they stuck out 


for was the right to tie in with the proposed waterline as it 
passed by their doorsteps. 


But bureaucracy is weird and wonderful. 
They'll have to put up with the inconvenience of disruption 
when the waterline goes through, but they still won't have 


their own supply when the dust has settled, unless they can 
win their point with the Public Utilities Board.

OUR KEY IS PEOPLE! 
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Remembrance Day holds significant meaning 
for Canada’s R.C.M.P. force 


By Sylvia Walsh 

Most Canadians today are 
well aware of the vital work of 
the RCMP within our country. 
Many, however, are unaware 
of the Force's participation in 
war efforts overseas. 

When A. Bowen Perry 
assumed command as the 
Force’s fifth commissioner on 
August 18, 1899 affairs within 
the North West Mounted 
Police were in a_ very 
unsettled state owing to the 
recent heavy drafts of offic- 
ers, men and horses from the 
Force for service with the 
Canadian contingents headed 
for the Boer War (1899-1902) 
in South Africa. 

The first contingent which 
sailed from Canada to partici- 
pate in the Boer War on 
October 30, 1899 consisted 
wholly of infantry. 

Contributions of the NW- 
MP at this point were only of 
an indirect nature. (Several 
former non-commissioned of- 
ficers and constables of the 
Force enlisted for service.) 

However, the NWMP con- 
tributed directly and most 
significantly to: 

*The 2nd Battalion Canad- 
ian Mounted Rifles which 
sailed from Halifax for Cape 
Town on the ‘‘Pomeranian,”’ 
on January 2, 1900. 

*Lord Strathcona’s Corps 
which sailed from Halifax on 
March 16, 1900 aboard the 
S.S. ‘‘Monterey.”’ 

*Canadian contingent to 
the South African Constabul- 
ary, which sailed in the spring 
of 1901 for Africa. 

*The 3rd, 4th, Sth and 6th 
‘*Regiments”’ of the Canadian 
Mounted Rifles (known as the 
Third Contingent) which left 
Canada in May 1902 and 
returned in July 1902 as the 
war ended. 

Upon acceptance into the 
service in various units the 
officers and men were grant- 
ed leave of absence from the 
NWMP. The time served in 
Africa was counted as service 
with the Force. 

The NWMP supplied 18 

officers, 160 non-commiss- 


ioned officers and men, to the 
Boer War. 

Of these, 11 officers and 
134 men were with the 2nd 
Canadian Mounted Rifles and 
seven officers and 26 men 
were with the Strathcona

Horse unit. 

All of the chief non-com- 
missioned officers of both 
units were active or former 
members of the NWMP. The 
influence of the Mounted 
Police was so dominant in 
both corps that they subse- 
quently came to be regaarded 
as very special contributions 
of the Force to the armies 
fighting on behalf of the 
British Empire in South 
Africa. 

The Boer War brought the 
Force, through its officers and 
men serving in several 
contingents in South Africa, 
several distinguished honors, 
including the Victoria Cross 
for valor. 

Sgt. A. H. Richardson of 
““C’’ Div., Battleford, serving 
in Strathcona’s Horse won the 
Victoria Cross at Wolvesprint, 
July 5, 1900. Sgt. Richardson 
rode back under heavy fire to 
within 300 yards of the enemy 
position to rescue a comrade 
who was wounded twice and 
whose horse had been shot.

SIBERIAN CIVIL WAR 


B. Squadron RCMP was 
involved in the Siberian Civil 
War between forces of the 
Soviet government and the 
White Russians, or Anti-Bol- 
sheviks. 

In July, 1918, the Allied 
powers agreed to send a 
military force to Siberia to aid 
the anti Bolshevik elements in 
their struggle to regain 
power. On August 12, 1918 
the Canadian government 
sanctioned formation of a 
5,000 manexpeditionary force 
(including a cavalry unit) for 
Siberia. 

Within days of the govern- 
ment announcement, Comm- 
issioner A. B. Perry of the 
Royal North West Mounted 
Police obtained authority to 
recruit a cavalry squadron of 
six officers, 184 other ranks 
and 181 horses for Siberian 
service. 

The squadron (‘‘B Squad- 
ron RNWMP’’) was organized 
and trained at Regina. More 
than half the volunteers were 
experienced men straight 
from detachment duty. The 
others were mostly young 
men in their late teens from 
the ranches and farms of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
eager to serve with a mounted 
unit that they knew and 

respected. 


WORLD WAR TWO 


At the outbreak of World 
War 11 the first Canadian 
Provost Company, consisting 
of members of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, 
proceeded overseas as part of 
the First Canadian Infantry 
Division. This unit was 
involved in some of the most 
bitter fighting of the war. The 
following honour roll will 
attest to that.

At a recent zone meeting of 
the ASTA, Mr. N. Martin, 
public relations officer spoke 
of the ‘Sunshine Laws’ 
which now exist in some 
American states. 

Mr. Martin had previously 
attended a school public 
relations seminar where there 
were seven information offi- 
cers from as many states and 
they described the ‘‘full 
disclosure’’ or ‘‘sunshine 
laws.’’ These laws forbid any 
school authority from operat- 
ing other than completely in 
the open and they require that 
all processes of school admin- 
istration be performed in the 
public eye either in the 
presence of the public of the 
media at all times. In some

states this goes down to 
employee negotiations aud 
disciplinary actions. The laws 
were brought about because 
taxpayers of the states in 
question felt that school 
administration was being 
don> in a manner which led to 
suspicion that the business 
was not being handled entire- 
ly in the best interests of the 
Students or the public purse. 
In fact the taxpayers just 
didn’t want any business 
carried out in camera whatso- 
ever. Legislation was intro 
duced in response to these 
complaints in the form of the 
sunshine laws.

Stop gap measures 


won't do 


The preparatory committee 
of the World Food Confer- 
ence, convening in Rome, has 
warned that 25 million-75 
million people -- mostly on the 
Indian subcontinent -- are 
menaced by famine. Fortu- 
nately, the federal govern- 
ment has responded well to 
those countries hit by famine 
in the last two years. The 
Canadian International Dev- 
elopment Agency's emergen- 
cy relief to Bangladesh and 
the Sahel region of Africa was 
at least respectable by inter- 
national standards. The gov- 
ernment acted generously at 
the United Nations last 
spring, pledging an extra 
$100 million for emergency 
food and fertilizer shipments 
to stricken developing coun- 
tries. 

But this is no time to get 
complacent. We have been 
talking for years about meet- 
ing the UN objective of total 
aid effort equal to 1% of our 
GNP, yet it remains right now 
at 0.53%. Nothing to be 
proud of. Roy Jackson, 
deputy director general of the 
UN’s Food and Agriculture 
Organization, bluntly warned 
in Ottawa recently that the 
traditional response -- emer- 
gency food shipments - 
won't be the answer to the 
coming crunch. Canada and 
other food producers will 
indeed have to boost their 
shipments as a_ stop-gap 
measure, but a longer-term 
recipe also is essential. 

The ingredients should 
include: (1) Massive new 
investment by the richer 
nations in Third World 
agricultural development 
projects. Experts say this 
investment should increase 
over the next five years from 
the current $1,500 million 
annually to $5,000 million a 
year. (2) A global system to 
monitor trends in food pro- 
duction and give early warn- 
ings of supply changes. (3) An 
international treaty on food 
security committing indivi- 
dual nations to stockpiling 
farm commodities -- thereby 
ensuring a minimum safe 
level of basic cereal stocks for 
the world as a whole. (4) The 
maintenance of emergency 
food reserves to aid countries 
when their own national 
stockpiles prove insufficient. 

Such measures will have to 
overcome ingrained attitudes 
of both Canadian farmers and 
aid dispensers. The farmers 
will need assurances that 


surplus output supposedly 
held in reserve doesn’t find 
its way onto the world market 
and depress prices.

Jamison held off the challen- 
ge from opposition PC candi- 
date Bob Prather, campaign 
manager for the incumbent 
MLA at the last provincial 
election. 

A victorious Mr. Jamison 
told the cheering crowd in the 
recreation centre that he was 
overwhelmed by the response 
and promised to work hard for 
his constituents over the next 
three years. He thanked Mr. 
Prather for ‘‘putting up a 
good battle.” 

‘I’m disappointed at los- 
ing,’’ said Mr. Prather, ‘‘but 
would like to endorse (Mr. 
Jamison’s) win as PC candi- 
date in the next election as 
unanimous! 

In a speech earlier to the 
packed audience Mr. Jamison 
said that one thing he’d 
remember whatever the 
night's outcome would be the 
people in the towns, villages 
and farms of the constituency 


who had made him _ so 
welcome, and become his 
friends. 


‘‘These are the greatest 
rewards I will remember,’’ he 
said 

‘Four years ago I said I 
was a Canadian first,’’ he

continued, ‘‘and I still am.”’ 
He made a plea for support 
against the Federal Govern- 
ment policy of isolating the 
West, with particular refer- 
ence to Bill 44, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and 
Industry’s Amendment Act. 

He said that the West had 
always been a loser in 
Ottawa, and since Confedera- 
tion the Federal Government 
had always been able to get 
elected with the votes of only 
two provinces, Ontario and 
Quebec. He mentioned the 
gut issues of freight rates, 
grain handling policies, ener- 
gy policies and control of 
resources. ‘‘We do not need 
to pollute our environment to 
build industry, he added, 
urging the people to support 
Premier Lougheed in his 
present confrontation with 
Ottawa. 

Mr. Prather said that at the 
last election he had had a 
‘family of 700 students and 
1,400 parents to look after.”’ 
He pointed out however that 
victory would have been 
easier then than now as it was 
always harder to pull off a 
victory against an incumbent 
MLA. 

He criticized the incumbent 
saying, ‘‘I expected to see 
him (Mr. Jamison) in a Santa 
Claus suit with lots of 
goodies, but all I can promise 
is myself.’’ He also said that 
Mr. Jamison had effective 
control of the news. 

‘*Examine the number of 
times his name is mention- 
ed,’’ he continued, ‘‘that’s 
publicity I can’t generate,”’

Youth hostel report out 


The results of a second 
survey on the use of youth 
hostels in Alberta have just 
been published. 

The survey wa's complied 
by Wendy Koehli, John 
Staples and Rick Beairsto for 
the Alberta Hostels Society. 

The aim of the survey is to 
foster a knowledge of the 
concept of youth hostelling 
and use of hostels throughout 
the provifice and Canada. 

Some of the main findings 
of the survey indicate that 
many of the people using the 
hostels are travelling to see 
the country, to meet people 
and for adventure, with quite 
a large percentage travelling 
for outdoor recreation. People 
on the road in search for work 
make up a small percentage 
of the majority. 

All persons using the 
hostels thought that food 
services should be standard 
for every hostel, with the 
ideal being both a food 
service and facilities for self 
use. 

Other points in the survey 
show that most of the 
hostellers originated from 
points within Canada and 
were travelling to points in 
Canada with a greater numb- 
er travelling from the East

Another observation in the 
report was that 91 per cent on 
the road had travelled further 
than 1500 miles and over 
three-quarters of those inter- 
viewed were staying in city 
hostels. 

A complete system of both 
rural and urban hostels seems 
to be preferred. On hostel 
costs 59 per cent considered 
that 50 cents a hostel night 
was reasonable while 42 per 
cent would consider paying a 
minimum of $1 per night. 

Most people interviewed 
considered the ideal cost of 
the urban hostel to be 25 to 
100 beds with interest in 
100-200 beds slightly less. 

Other major observations in 
the report indicate that most 
persons using Alberta hostels 
found the facilities adequate, 
along with the three day stay 
limit. However most found 


that the day-time closure of 


hostels was a little inconven- 
ient. They did not mind doing 
cleaning up chores while 
staying in the hostel. 

On the road, most persons 
questioned said they prefer- 
red to travel alone or at most 
with a friends. The 
majority were hitch-hiking 
with one third in personal

Policy urged 


The chief commissioner of 
the Canadian Wheat Board, 
G.N. Vogel, has called for a 
‘sensible, co-ordinated wor- 
Id grain stock policy’’ to 
prevent extreme changes in 
supplies and prices of grain.

In assessing the extent of 
the world food shortage, the 
Wheat Board commissioner

It was a cold night 
November 6 at the Bon 
Accord arena. 

The outer shell of the 
building had been completed, 
but there was still much to be 
done on the inside. 

Three men were working in 
the arena that night, all from 
Bon Accord. They were, 
Blaine Adams, Ken Fearnley 
and Vic Lesyshen. 

The men chatted freely 
with each other as they 
worked perched on scaffold- 
ing 30 feet above the arena 
floor. The man perched atop 
his workmates was working 
on some electrical wires. 


“Disaster” at Bon Accord arena: 
three men badly “hurt” 


Suddenly he gave a scream, 
receiving a shock from one of 
the wires. His feet kicked at 
the scaffolding which came 
away and sent his two mates 
hurtling to the ground. Vic 
landed slumped against the 
scaffolding with a broken leg, 
unconscious and asphyxiat- 
ing. Ken landed cruelly on 
some wooden obstacles at the 
base of the scaffolding break- 
ing his back and cutting his 
hand. Blaine, stunned but 
still conscious and with one 
arm broken, managed to 
swing himself into the arena 
loft where he began shivering 
in the winter cold. 


Rescue unit alerted 


Luckily another Bon Accord 
resident was by the arena that 
night. 

Keith Everitt heard the 
screams for help and imme- 
diately ran to the nearest 
phone. He dialled the number 
for the Bon Accord volunteer 
first-aid rescue unit, a divis- 


ion of the St. John Ambulance 
organization. Divisional Sup- 
erintendent Nigel Mansfield 
took the call and went out to 
the arena in the unit’s 
ambulance with three volun- 
teers, Carol Wyness, Janice 
McDonell and Donna Popjes. 


Train delays rescue 


On the way to the arena an 
unforseen delay occurred. A 
long freight train began 
pulling out from the grain 
elevators not far from the 
arena and some 15 minutes 
had passed since the men had 
succumbed to the accident. 

They had to wait longer for 
help, for another five minutes 
passed before the volunteer 
ambulance crew could cross 
the railway tracks: 

Finally help reached the 
men at the arena. The two 
men on the ground received 
quick attention after their 
injuries had been diagnosed. 
Vic was brought round with 
an oxygen machine and his 
broken leg was placed in a 
split. Ken’s cut hand was 
expertly bandaged, his brok- 
en back given support, before 
he was placed on a stretcher 
ready for the ambulance. 

Blaine, who had ceased 
crying out for help once aid 
had arrived was gingerly 
lowered to the ground by a 
rope and pulley, after one of 
tr: volunteers had climbed 


some ladders and diagnosed 
shock and a broken arm. 

Once all the repair work 
had been done on the injured, 
the volunteer first aid crew 
took them aboard their 
ambulance at no cost, to the 
nearest hospital, thus dispen- 
sing with a call to Edmonton 
and the wait for an ambulance 
from that city. 

Meanwhile two members of 
the Edmonton Snow Patrol, 
Dick Campbell and Bill And- 
roettz totted up the marks on 
their score sheets for the Bon 
Accord volunteer rescue un- 
it’s first public demonstration 


of handling a local emergency Jj 


without having to rely on 
outside help. Yes, the whole 
operation had been r-actice, 
the victims had been .aubed 
in artificial blood and they 
had just been miming their 
injuries. The only real comp- 
lication in the operation had 
been the unexpected move- 
ment of the grain hauling 
locomotive delaying the arri- 
val of ‘‘help’’ to the arena. 


Volunteer rescue units 


deserve help 


But supporting this ‘‘fake’’ 
accident had really occurred 
at 40 below in dozens of other 
rural Albertan communities 
would things have gone along 
quite to smoothly? Would Mr. 
Adams have been safely 
brought down from the arena 
roof and would help have 
reached Mr. Lesyshen in time 
to prevent his death through 
asphyxiation. Supposing no- 
one had reached the arena till 
morning? Would all three 
men have frozen to death 
anyway? 

These are some of the 
imponderables in the accid- 
ent. But more to the point, the 
practice demonstrated the 
wisdom of each rural comm- 
unity in Alberta going ahead 
with a volunteer rescue 
service so that in time of 
tragedy the community can 
deal with its own internal 
situation before having to call 
for sometimes expensive out- 
side help. 

After the demonstration a 
delighted Mr, Mansfield said 
‘*This shows we can handle 
two or three accidents at once 
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now.’’ 

One of the 20 spectators at 
the demonstration Mayor 
Archie Jenkins of Bon Accord 
said that the volunteer rescue 
units certainly deserved all 
the help they could get. And 
at SO cents a head per year, 
the residents of Bon Accord 
have certainly got themselves 
a bargain. But they do need 
more help and so do other 
communities in the MD of 
Sturgeon who have expressed 
an interest in the Bon Accord 
experiment. That’s why Area 
Superintendent of the St. 
John Ambulance Organiation 
Ed Silver will be going to the 
Minister of Health and Social 
Development soon to get the 
volunteer rescue units going 
in all of rural Alberta on a 
regional-provincial basis. 

Edmonton Snow Patrol man 
Dick Campbell said that the 
overall first aid demonstrated 
at the practice was good and

Approach to Minister for rural volunteer rescue units 


By Jim Mclntyre 
An approach to the Minis- 
ter of Health and Social 
Development is imminent for 
a provice-wide system of 
volunteer first aid rescue 
units of the Bon Accord type. 
Area Superintendent for 
the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade Ed Silver told the 
Gazette at a demonstration of 
Bon Accord’s volunteer first 
aid service Nov. 6 that ‘‘we're 
ready aS an organization to 
ipproach the Minister (Neil 
Crawford) and we'll block in 
areas which do not have this 
type of service.’”’ 
He said the approach would 


likely be made when the Fall 
session of the Legislature was 
over. He pointed out though 
that the success of the 
experiment throughout the 
province would depend on 
volunteers. 

He that the big 
advantage of this kind of 
service was that accident 
victims in the remoter comm- 
unities would not have to wait 
an undue length of time for 
first aid. Also there was a 
better chance that in more 
serious cases the victims 
would at least remain alive till 
an ambulance did reach the

seene, 

Mr. Silver said the type of 
emergency service which was 
developing in Bon Accord tied 
In very naturally with the St. 
John organization and comm 
ented on the service’s growth 
Prospects. He said the St. 
John organization was looking 
at the possibility of other 
communities in the Sturgeon 
area, for example Morinville, 
‘hooking in’’ with the Bon 
Accord operation. The first 
step would to give 
Morinville a first aid course, 
then inaugurate a 


be 


volunteer 
division brigade so that the 
community could then deal 
with its own internal matters. 

Mr. Silver said he saw 
“circles expanding into Red- 
water and Legal,”’ referring 
to the expansion of the 
service, but this would 
depend on the individual 
communities themselves. 

Mr. Silver pointed out that 
the gut issue to be presented 
to the Minister would be: ‘‘Do 
you want to run commercially 
or at a grass roots level with 
us, (the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade), providing the skel- 
etal structure with people like 
Nigel Mansfield, divisional 
superintendent of the Sturg- 
eon Division tying in to the 
regional networks?”’ 

He said that their organiza- 
tion had been advised that the 
Government were seriously 


looking at emergency ambul- 
ance service in Alberta and 
the problem of what needed 
to be done to upgrade the 
existing service. 

Mr. Silver added that there 
were many blind spots in the 
provincial ambulance service 
with some areas covered 
better than others. Some 
areas would better be served 
by helicopter, and ambul- 
ances. There would also be 
communication facilities to be 
set up as well as well qualified 
staff. Qualifications would 
have to be upgraded and a 
much more extensive training 
would have to be given. This 
would eventually lead 
volunteers taking permanent 
staff positions and pay com- 
mensurate with their training. 
‘*We would need a good 
standard as we are dealing 


to 


with human life,’’ said Mr. 
Silver. 
He said that when the 


meeting with the Minister 
took place ‘maybe we should 
be looking at integration and 
this is where St. John should 
be involved to undertake the 
province’s emergency ambul- 
ance service in areas where it 
does not exist, with provincial 
government assistance.” 

‘A structure could be built 
leading to a regional service 
working in shifts radiating 
from areas such as Peace 
River into the outlying 


areas,’’ he added. 

the advantages 
of a volunteer first aid and 
rescue service should seem 
obvious, along with the fact 
they would beef up the 
provinces hotch potch ambul- 
ance system at present in 
operation. 

Cost to Bon Accord resi- 
dents for their volunteer first 
aid rescue brigade amounts to 
50 cents per head per year. 
Other expenses such as the 
cost of running an ambulance 
which was donated by the 
local Lions Club come from a 
grant of $300 from the MD of 
Sturgeon who have shown 
interest in the project. Ex- 
penses for running the 
emergency telephone system 


Cost-wise 


come out of the village of Bon 


Accord’s budget. Generally 
though, further expenses for 
running the volunteer force 
will probably continue 
come from the’ community 
itself until there is more input 
from the provincial govern- 
ment. 

Communities in the MD 
who wish to develop their own 
brigade should therefore be 
thinking of the main 
advantages of having such a 
facility. If an accident occurs, 
you don't have to rely on help 
which may be hours away to 
Also, if the Bon 
Accord experiment is any- 
thing to go by, it looks 
though will 
plenty of value for money.

John Stevens dies 
after long illness 


It was with deep regret that 
the community of Riviere Qui 
Barre and surrounding dist- 
ricts received the news of the 
death of John Stevens on 
Wednesday, October 30, foll- 
owing a lengthy illness. 

Born in Sioux Falls, South 
Dakota, on Dec. 5, 1904, Mr. 
Stevens came to the Riviere 
Qui Barre district with his 
family in 1914, and still 
resided on the same land 
purchased by his father. 

John received his elemen- 
tary education at Belle Valley 
school, and his high school in 
Morinville. At the age of 19 
he took over the family farm 
following the death of his 
father. 

In April, 1932, Mr. Stevens 
married Miss Nora McNam- 
ara. They have one son John 
D. Stevens (Jack), who 
farmed with his father. 

Mr. Stevens helped organ- 
ize and took part in many 
business and social organiza- 
tious - the Morinville Munici- 
pal Seed Plant; the Mearns 
Rural Electric Association; 
and the Mearns Rural Tele- 
phone Co. He was elected 
secretary of the Mearns local 
of the United Grain Growers, 
and he was a charter member 
and past-president of the 
Morinville Lions Club. 

In 1939 he was elected as a 
director of the United Grain 
Growers, a position to which 
he was re-elected in success- 
ive years. He served for 10 
years following his appoint- 
ment to the Canadian Wheat 
Board Advisory Committee in 
1962. Shortly afterwards he 
was appointed to the board of 
the Agriculture Economic 
Committee of the University 
of Alberta. 

In 1962 Mr. Stevens made 
the first of three trips to 
Geneva as a part of the 14 
member Canadian Advisory 
Committee to the Canadian 
Wheat Board regarding the 
International Wheat Agree- 
ment. 

In 1954 Mr. Stevens started 
in the R.O.P. Registered 
Aberdeen Angus cattle in 
partnership with his son, 
Jack, at Camilla Stock Farm, 
with a herd of three cows and 
one bull. That small herd has 
grown in great proportions, 
and their cattle are now 
spread across Canada and the 
U.S.A. 

John was elected chairman 
of the Alexander Reserve 
Farm Enterprises, which was

Report from Parliament Hill 


By Stan Schellenberger, MP 

The crisis in our beef-pro- 
ducing industry was clearly 
manifested by the recent 
destruction of 600 calves in 
the province of Quebec. It is 
indeed a sorry situation when 
farmers have to go to such 
lengths to dramatize their 
problem to the people! 

All cow-calf farmers realize 
that there is a great crisis in 
the beef industry -- probably a 
greater one than in any other 
industry. Current cow and 
calf prices have dropped 
about one-third to one-half in 
the past year while feedlot 
costs have almost doubled. 
Canada is hard hit by a major 
crisis in the cattle industry 
since this industry generates 
about 17% of our total 
economic activity. 

Several factors have acc- 
ounted for the situation with 
which we are today faced: a 
short-term over-supply of 
cattle on this continent and in 
other major beef-producing 
areas; a world-wide shortage 
in feed grain caused by 


droughts in the U.S.S.R., 
China and Australia, the 
South American fish crop 
failure and the soy-bean 
shortage in the U.S. and 
Ontario, all of which resulted 
in drastic feed cost increases; 
the import embargo on cattle 
and beef by Japan and the 
European Economic Com- 
munity, two major world 
meat-consuming areas; the 
catastrophic beef subsidy 
program introduced last sp- 
ring by the Minister of 
Agriculture, a program ini- 
tially designed to benefit the 
cattle industry but which, in 
fact, cost the industry a loss of 
about one billion dollars in 10 
days. 

Today cattlemen, - particu- 
larly those who have been in 
business for only a féw years 
are suffering immeasurably 
because of the reduced cow 
and calf prices. Many had to 
borrow funds at the outset to 
pay for their herds and lands 
and they budgeted to repay 
this money on the basis of 
receiving $250 to $300 per

calf. Already some of these 
producers have gone bank- 
rupt and have been forced to 
move into industry. 

What has the government 
done to alleviate the problem? 
The Minister of Agriculture 
introduced in August of this 
year a beef stabilization or 
deficiency payments program 
applicable to all feed cattle 
grades A, B and C. However 
this support price policy will 
not be truly effective nor will 
it provide any short-term 
assistance. It excludes feed- 
ers, yearlings, calves and 
cows. Benefits will not be 
available until August 11, 
1975S, the date the program 
ends. The program should be 
of jonger duration and the 
triggering price should be 
higher to render the stabiliza- 
tion meaningful. 

What can be done about 
this crisis situation? To be 
quite honest, I do not believe 
that there is any ready 
solution to clear up the 
problem overnight. However 
there are short-term meas- 
ures that should be consider- 
ed to help ease the current 
crisis. 

The first measure concerns 
our current calf crop, where 
we have an additional 570,000 
calves over last year, calves 
for which homes must be 
found. Because of the bad 
experience of the feed-lot 
operators who bought them 
last year, the demand is now 
greatly reduced. The possi-

further compounds the pro- 
blem. Consequently an in- 
centive policy should be 
developed, a policy that 
would encourage the hold- 
back of heifer calves for 
future breeding and feeding 
requireménts. Coupled with 
this should be the continued 
encouragement of heavy 
marketing of old and undesir- 
able cows. (It is estimated 
that our cow slaughter will be 
up 34% from September 1974 
to September 1975). Second- 
ly, a program could be esta- 
blished with the packing 
industry so that surplus beef 
could be readily available and 
shipped to needy nations 
when the demand arises. This 
plan might prove particularly 
effective in the face of 
increasing evidence concern- 
ing the necessity for world 
food banks. Thirdly, feeders 
should be able to continue 
receiving easy credit arran- 
gements from banking insti- 
tutions and lastly, the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture should be 
encouraged to negotiate fur- 
ther with the U.S. Secretary 
of Agriculture to establish a 
reasonable U.S./Canadian 
cattle policy. 

It has been suggested that 
an enquiry be made into the 
entire Canadian beef cattle 
industry. The producer would 
welcome such an enquiry. 
The difference between his 
price and the price of the 
product on the shelves is of 
great concern to producer and 
consumer alike.
